A. When an area of recruitment has beon designated, as provided 
under IIIB above, the Deputy Administrator will also designate tho agency 
which will undortake tho recruitment of the workers in tho designated 
areas This agoney may bo tho Extonsion Service, the United States Em~ 
ploymont Service, or personnel of the Farm Security Administration, de- 
tailed to the Doputy Administrator, and hereafter called the Intorstate 
and Foroign Labor Division. In any case, however, the Interstate and 
Forcign Labor Division, because of its responsibilitics in the trans- . 
portation of workers and their Lee ae will cooperate closcly with the 
designated recruitment agency 


B. The Extonsion Sorvice in tho area of noed will prepare descrip-— 
tive matorial for use of tho recruitment agency in providing prospective 
workers with information about the area of placoment including climatic 
conditions, type of agriculture, nature of work, accommodations, and 
employment opportunitics, 


V. TRANSPORTATION: 


A. Dransportotion of Workors. 


The Interstate and Foroign Labor Division will arrange for the © 
transportation of workers to training contors or directly to areas of 
placement, if it has boon dctermincd that training is not neccssary. 


B, Transportation of Workors! Familics and Possessions. 


The Interstate nnd Foreign Labor Division will transport the 
members of tho workors' fnmilios and their necessary baggage, porsonal 
effects, and houschold goods, dircetly from the areca of recruitment to the 
arca of placement. 


C, Transportation Agrooments. 


Transportation agreements will be ontered into between workers to 
be transported and the representative of the Interstate and ee ie 
Labor Division on forms provided by the Doputy Administrator. 


‘D. Subsistence, Health, and Medical Care. 


The Interstate and Forcien.Labor Divis sion will arrange Soule 
necessary food, shelter, henlth and medical care, and other subsistence 
living facilitics and needs for the workers and their familics during the © 
period of transportntion.
